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THE McDANIEE CONFEDEKCY. 

Joseph Cairn Simpson writes of the origin of 
the famous McDaniel Confederacy in the 
Breeder and Sportsman of San Francisco, as 
follows : 

“Though entries were made in the name of D. 
McDaniel <fc Co. the stable w as popularly know n 
as the ‘McDaniel Confederacy,’ and for several 
years established the name by a constant suc- 
cession of victories. Harry Bassett, Hubbard, 
Joe Daniels, Tubman, Katie Pease, Springbok, 
Mattie A and others were a powerful confeder- 
acy, indeed, and the formation of the syndicate, 
or rather occurrences that led to it, saved Col. 
McDaniel from bankruptcy. 

There w^as a time when Col. McDaniel was 
sorely troubled. His horses were under attach- 
ment at the Secaucus race course, at that time 
managed by him, and he had tried every 
scheme he could think of to raise the necessary 
amount of money— quite a large sum. Saunter- 
ing up Broadway, absorbed in gloomy thoughts, 
he was accosted by a man who was an occa- 
sional visitor at the race course and somewhat 
fond of speculation thereon. Appalled at his 
own rashness, he uttered a stammering state- 
ment of the state of affairs, without the least 
hope of relief, when despair was banished, ‘joy 
sprang exultant on uprising wings,’ when the 
answer was: ‘Glad to have it in my power to 
help you. Come to the store and 1 will give you 
a check.’ The kindness W'as not restricted to a 
sum sufficient to pay the debt, enough besides 
to carry him along till the racing meeting com- 
menced. 

“That kind friend w’as Harry Bassett and the 
final result the establishment of the McDaniel 
confederacy. Mr. Bassett was in the millin- 
ery and straw-goods business and connected 
with the same line of trade were Albert S. 
Gage and John E. Brewster. Tubman, Hub- 
bard, and Joe Daniels w’ere sharp equine fig- 
ures on the turf subsequent to the time of the 
transaction mentioned. 

“Mr. Brewster became the nopular secretary 
of the Washington Park Club and Mr. Gage, 
one of the most active members, now keeps the 
Wellington Hotel in this city. Joe Daniels 
took Hubbard to California with Katie Pease 
and Mattie A. Springbok was taken to Ken- 
tucky.

EASTERN HORSEMEN SPLIT. 

New York, Dec. 17. — A crisis was reached 
Thursday in racing circles when the Horse- 
men’s Protective Association held a meeting. 
The result does not predict a brilliant fu- 
ture for that body. The meeting was called 
to act upon a letter received from the Jockey 
Club, asking that the Horsemen’s Protective 
Association disband, as it was deemed by 
President Belmont and the other members of 
the Jockey Club to be inimical to the welfare 
of the turf. 

Sixty members were present when President 
Hyland called the meeting to order. He made 
a few remarks, in the course of which he denied 
that the association was in any way antagonis- 
tic to the Jockey Club, but said it was doing 
everything possible to work in harmony with 
the senior body of racing. 

A vote was then taken as to the continuance 
of the association, and it resulted in a victory 
for those who favored the continuance of the as- 
sociation by 40 to 15. When the vote was an- 
nounced President Hyland said that he would 
resign from the organization. His course was 
followed by the entire Board of Directors, con- 
sisting of A. J. Joyner, Fred Taral, J. J. Hyland 
and James Rowe. 

This action caused consternation in the ranks 
of the horsemen, but after some delay a new 
board was elected, consisting of William Duke, 
J. Bennett, C. Littlefield Jr., and I. C. Garside. 
The latter is also secretary of the association. 
The vacancy caused by Hyland’s resignation 
was not filled. 



JILS JOHNSON IS DEAD.
